TOYS’ SENSATION. 

A Young Woman’s Claim ona Physi- 
cian—Were They Married ‘? 
lromthe Troy Press. 

Dr. Joon H. Cipperly, assistant physician 
at the Marshal! Iniirmary, stands before the 
public at present ina very peculiar and in- 
tensely embarrassing position. The cause of 
this unpleasant state of affairs can be found 
in the followirz marriage notice, which ap- 
peared iv an evening paper of Saturday, and 
as regards which some interesting reading is 
given: 

CIVPERLY—SAXBY.—March 17, 1579, at Green- 
bush, hy Rey. George Van Buce, Dr. John Hearv 
Cipperly and Iattic A. Saxby, both of Troy.N. Y. 

The announeement of the young physi- 
clan’s Malriage after the lapse of neariv two 
years from the date of its celebration caused 
noend of comment amocg Dr. Cipperly’s 
friends, Who had always been led to suppose 
that he «xistedin the realm of single blessed- 
ness. A Dress representative caught the sign 
of open amazement, and yesterday afternoon 
bied Dimself to the institution on the hill to 
beth congratulate and interview the supposed 
bappy busband. The |octor was found bus- 
ily engaged in the mysteries of medicine, but 
contributed a sufficieat portion of his time to 
deny the alleged matrimenial contract and 
express his un yualitied indignation at the 
outrage, as he was pleased to term it. 

Dr. Cipperly stated to tbe reporter that 
Miss Hattie A. Saxby, the claimant to his bed 
and board, bad been employed at theintirm.- 
arvasanurse. luring ber six months? res- 
idepce there he had shown no more favor nor 
friendship to her than to any ether female at- 
terdant. Muss Bixby’s duties were perform- 
edina kind and sympathizing spirit, but far- 
ther than that she was in no wav commenda- 
ble. Previous to her connectron with the in- 
firmary being severed she was seized with 
convulsions, and tinally violent symptoms of 
insanity were developed. It then became 
necessary to bring the straight jacket and 
ether appliances into operation,and for some 
wecksthe lady wasaraviug maniac. Previ- 
ous tothis affliction some attache of the msti- 
tution bad circulated a story which found its 
wey in asrcandulous form into a sheet pub- 
lished in this city alleging that one of the in- 
sane patients bed been shamefuily maltreat- 
ed b3 a purse. 

The upshot of this mis-statement was the 
remevai of the patient from the infirmary to 
the Utica Asy!um by friends residing in West 
Troy, and the beginning of an investigation 
as tothe falsifierby the authorities at Mar- 
sbajl’s. This lattter resnited in the story 
being traced to Miss Saxby; and upon her 
recovery she was summarily disebarged. 


Sinee the date of, Miss Saxby’s discharge, 
which is almost.two years azo, Dr. Cipperly 
alleges he bas not seen the young lady. Sto- 
ries bad seached his ears which Miss Saxbv 
was circulatung, connecting his name with 
that of her own regarding a trip to Colorado 
and preparstions making for entering upon a 
life of wedded happiness.

TRYING THE REVOLUIIONISTS. 


A Son’s Story of Prison Life that Made 
his Father Fail Kaintiog in the Court 
Koom. 

From the St. Petersburg Golos. 

From the 4th to the 141h of October last the 
military courtof Kharkoff was engaged in 
trying fourteen persons accused of beluaging 
to a secret scciety the purpose of which was 
to overthrow the existing Goverament and 
social sgstem of Russia. In the course ofthe 
trialit was shown that A. Sytzianko and 
Legky had distributed psmphbiets and procla- 
mations inciting the people to insurrection; 
that Pbilippoff had forzed passes; that Dam 
iloff bad insulted the officers who went to ar- 
rest him; that Prof. Sytzianko had not re- 
perted tothe authoriiies the crimes of his 
ton, Alexsnder,a youthof nineteen years. 
The accusations against the other prisoners 
were comparatively inségnificant. The de- 
fence Was conducted very poorly, all the 
counsel being appointed by the court from 
among the military counsel. The trial of 
the youth Sytzianko produced an unus- 
ualexcitement in the court. Dr. Syt- 
zianko bad all the sympathy of the pub- 
lic, being esteemed both as an able professor 
of the University of Kharkoff and as a physi- 
cian. Eigbt months of prison life had made 
him almost unrecognizable; his face was 
desdly pale. Still "when examined he de- 
fended himself ably. His son, Alexander, a 
gy}mnasium pupil, was undoubtedly the 
most remarkable of all the accused. [Ilis 
besutiful face, bis clear and charming voice 
at d his eloquence produced a very favorable 
impression om the pubiic. The most striking 
moment of the trial wasthis. The attorney 
forthe Stste asked Alexander why, on the 
preliminary investigation, he bad made cer- 
tain statements which on the trial he recalled. 
In explanation the youth descrived most 
eloquently all the horrors of the prison life 
he bad been submitted to. His physical 
sufferings and moral tortures, he said, had re- 
duced him to a condition in which no person 
csn be responsible either for his words or for 
his actions. Ae told how he felt when dur- | 
ing the winter be was shut in a small, dark, 
damp, urderground cell, and subsisted for a 
time on one giass of water that was given to 
him} onee in twenty-four hours. The fa’ her 
of the youtb could not stand such a dreadful 
tale; he fainted and so put an end.to the ex- 
position of the secrets of the political prison. 
A most exciting scene followed. All the la- 
dies present in the court-room cried and 
sobbed, and tears were seen on the faces of 
the stoutest men. The court adjourned. 
W hen it reappeared tbe attomey for the pros- 
ecution requested that the prison authorities 
and guerdians should be summoned as wit- | 
nesses. On the next day they were brougat. | 
Alexander Sytzianko was requested torepeat | 
what be had said ontbe previous day about | 
the abuse received by him at the hands of the | 
prison authorities. This he did, and added | 
some details even more shocking.

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Prof. Mortons Perfected 
Lamp. 

From the New York Suan. 

Prof. Morton, of thé Stevens Institute, reag 
before the National Academy of Sciences, 
w hich began its annual meeting yesterday in 
Cofumbia College, a paper on **The Measure. 
ment of New Forms of Electric Lamps, Oper. 
ating by Incandescence.’’ Prof. Morton has 
been experimenting with the electric current 
fur several years. He has from the start de. 
nied the accuracy of Edison’s results, both as 
to the amount of applied power recovered ing 
the dynamo-electric machine and the efticieucy 
of the lamps. Some time ago Prof. Mortoa 
heard of a hew electric lamp that had been 
constructed by Prof. Maxim.

just n ade with this lamp by the aid of a Brush 
elcetric machine that he spoke yesterday be- 
tore the Academy. 

Ediscn’s chief impediment in perfecting 
his lamp has been the constant disintegration 
of bis caabon loops. According to his own 
statement in an October magszine,the dura- 
tion of one of bis lamps without repairs is 
only six months under favorable circumstan- 
ces. Hecannot geta perfect vacuum, and 
even the very smallamount of oxygen that 
gains admittance to the small glass buibs 1s 
suflictent for the combustion pecessary to 
d« stroy the carbon loop. 

In the lump described yesterday by [T’rof. 
Morton this error in construction is Corrected 
by the introduction of the vapor of gasoline 
i: tothe giass buio after the vacuum bas been 
made as pearly perfect as possible. Maxim 
discovered that, under these conditions, all 
loss to the loop by combustion is compensat- 
ed tor by tbe formation of new carbon on tae 
kop, and thattheamount of resistance to 
the current remains cotstant.

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An Interesting Review of the Rail- 
road Kimg’s Life and Schemes. 


How Vitally He is Interested in Con- 
gressmen, Senators and Judges. 


Special Dispatch to the Enquirer, by Gath. 
NEW YORK, November 17.—The potitical 
debate is now changed into a railroad our- 
look, and the speculators také the place of 
the politicians iu public interest. Jay Gould, 
of course, is on top. It has been clear for 
several years back that unless Gould should 
meet with some great backset, such as might 
result from’a famine or a long vanic, he 
would supersede William Vanderbilt as the 
richest man on tbe continent. He is al- 
ready believed to be _ the largest 
lender of money in New York. I heard 
this disputed yesterday, and it was re- 
ported that all the brokers who represent 
Gould had an aburdacce of lendings. He is 
said to have lent $3,000,000 a few weeks ago to 
agwoup of German bankers on collateral, 
and some of his associates have said to me 
that be only waited the moment to feel that 
the laws ard the courts could be trusted in 
the Southtoinvest $5,000,000 in the Missis- 
sippi Valley. 
Jn fact, this country, large as itis, is get- 
ting too small for Gould’s operations. He has 
possession of almost everything in the far 
West, and what remains, with the exception 
of the Central Pacific Railroad, he coudd easi- 
ly get hold of if he made the effort. He is 
buliding extensions of his Union Pacific Line 
north and south, building from New Orleans 
directto Shreveport and the Texas Pacific 
Railroad, building west ontbatline; and he 
told Mr. k. A. Buck a fortnight ago that with- 
in two years he woud have the Missonri, 
Kansas and Texas Railroad plantetl in the 
City of Mexico. 
While he 1s buildingin this vigorous way 
heis also speculating. Being the possessor 
of most of the railroad secrets ofthe country, 
he speculates with intelligence as well as with 
ihe power of superabundant money. 
However, after more than ten years of dis- 
like, if not hostility, it is now announced that 
Grant is going tobe president cf Gould’s 
great consolidated esilroad, whichis to ex- 
terd from Toledo, Ohio, to Omaha and St. 
Louis, thence to Denison, Texas, to Denver, 
Ogden, El Paso, New Orleans and Mexico 
City. Yesterday Judge Miller. of the Su- 
preme Court, sitting in chambers, restored 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas from a re- 
ceiver to its stockbolders, on the argument 
of Judge Dillon, of lowa, who bas quitted 
the bench and become Gould’s railroad law- 
er. 
The Missouri, Kansas and Tex1as Rvrilroad 
wae one of the schemes com menced in Grant’s 
Administration, and completed just after the 

anic of 1873. It went almost immediately 
in the hands of a receiver, nd for years its 
stock was uoted down at a few cents on the 
deliar. This road leaves Hannibal, on the 
River, and runrs_ through 
Boonville and Sedalia to Fort Seott and Par- 
sons, and then due south through the 
Indian Teiritory to Denison, the jai- 
tial point oof #Texas railroads. It 
bas a land grant in the India® Ter- 
tory contingent on the favorable action of 


the Indian tribes, who have heretofore stera- 


ly opposed railroad aggressions or the di- 


vision of their lands into private property. 
But this road has the only right of way from 
the Northwest to Texas. It was built at great 


expense by LeviParsons, of California, and 
Gould bas got possesion for a Mere song, 
biding his Wme to pick upthe stock at low 
licures, and now advancing in a lump $1 000,- 
wito pay the defaulting interests on its 
bords.

success that Scott finally had to self to him 
the Texas Pacifie Railroad, and the years of 
work upon it. Gould then bought from Com- 
modore Garrison the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road, baving previously acquired the St. 
Louis and N ern. Then, picking up the 
stock of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas, and 
getting it out of the receiver’s hands, he has 
rounded his railroad system and made it 
nearly complete, and threatens to bethe king 
of transportation everywhere west of the 
Mississippi, With his outlets at Toledo and 
New Orleans. From Toledo he has water 
transportation to New York several 
months in the year, and from New Orleans 
water the year round. 

Few persons wil) not admit that in the 
magnitude of his plans, the inteiligence of 
them, andthe tenacity with which he has 
carried them out, Jay Gould is the most re- 
markable financier, promoter, litigant and 
capitalist of our times. He has reached that 
point Where financial combination against 
bimis next toimpossible, and intelligent 
competition is almost absurd. ‘Temperate in 
his habits, without sentiment or any ebose 
friends, industrious from morning to night 
aid from month to month, constantly going 
in railroad cars to the Pacific or to Texas, or 
by steamer to Europe, he has acaieved 
almost everything by his personal force. 
Much of his success has been made by picking 
up otber speculators’ agents. Tom Scotts 
Sena'ors turned outto be Jay Gould’s and 
most of them made money ia his speculations. 
In the courts of law he is one of the most 
formidable li igants ever known, retaining the 
very best coursel at the highest ratesa—as in 
this case of Dillion, who was recently a Federal 
Judge. Several of Gould’s suits have involvy- 
ed intricate points of law, and public opinion 
and leyal jucgment was often against him tii] 
their consummation showed that he had eith- 
— well or trusied to power of legal 

aieDts. 

Whatistobe the attitude of politics to 
such aman’ Will his power stimulate oppo- 
sition and make a party in favor of Govern- 
ment interfernce with such corporations, at 
least, as have had public favors? The out- 
look 18 dark for the success of such endeay- 
ors. The present Bench and the pending ap- 
pointees upon it will be lawyers, who take 
stiff views in favor of vested interests and the 
rights of property, even against the Govern- 
ment. Judge Davis. whom rumor accuses 0’ 
a detire to return to the Bench, has 
been at times something ofa Granger. The 
Supreme Bench is being made up more and 
more of railroad lawver-. Bradley and 
Strong were put there for raslroad purposes. 
The Chief Justice has a son who is a railroad 
manager. Strong was a railroad builder and 
consolidator. If Iam not mistaken the Gould 
interest employed the Chief Justice before 
he was put onthe Bench. [hesons of Judze 
Swayne are attorneys on the Wabash Ruii- 
road, and the Swaynes and Davises are inter- 
married. 

The Central Paeific magnates, like Stan- 
ford, are old constituents of the Conklings 
from New York. General Dodge, Gould’s 
chief engineer, was one of Grant’s old cerps 
commanders, and has probably been the link 
toconnect Gould and Grant at last. Tom 
Allen, who controls the only paralle } line to 
Gould’s leading from St. Louis to Texas, has 
just been elected to Congress 3s a Democrat. 
Joe Browa, the most important man in the 
railroad interests of Georgia, has just been 
elected tothe United States Senate for six 
vears inspite of bis political unpooularitv. 
The rai roau cons: 1 ¢a jo: through Kent cky, 
Tenn<s:e°>, Georgia und Alabama has been 
done on almost as large a scaie by Southern 
Demociatic capitalists and Northern Repub- 
licans. The relations between these great 
corporations and public politics are such that 
the campaign funds, wbich so materi:lly in- 
fluenced National and State elections, are 
hereafter apt to come out of the rai!roads and 
the banks which affiliate with them. There 
is not an importantaame in the United States, 
with possibly the exception of Thurman of 
Obio, disconnected with railroads. Edmuhds, 
Carpenter, Conkling, Blaine, Hayes—all sug- 
gest railoads. A fortune leftto Hayes was 

principally made in building the Lake Shore 
Railroad.

How Mr. Will Albright was Rescued by 
Being Blowa Up. 


Very few people in this city who are ac- 
quainted with Mr. Will A. Albright, the 
popular dealer in sportsmen’s goods, are 
aware that right here in the eity he once 
passed through one of the most appalling 
scenes%f catastrophe that St. Louis ever saw, 
and that his escape with his life was so mir- 
aculousthatits recital sounds like a Mun- 
chausen tale. It created stirenough at the 
time, but occurred so many years ago that it 
has passed out of the mind of all but a few. 
The particulars were as follows: Some 
twenty-five years ago, when Mr. Will 
Albright was about twenty years of age, 


his father kept a large gun store on the cor- 
ner of Main and Chestnut streets. The build- 
ing wasa four-story one and next door was 
a bardware store. One day two men came in 
tobuy apistol. Selecting one they requested 
the boy who was behind the counter to load 
itfortbem. Mr. Will. Albright stood about 
five feetaway. The pistol was an old-fash- 
ioned cap pistol. Just as the boy tinisbed 
loading it, it accidentally went off, exploding 
a can of powder which stood upon the show 
case. This explosion caused the explosion 
of two large keys of powder under the coun- 
ter, and blew the building and the one ad- 
joining a}) to pieces. The two 
men were killed, the boy was killed 
and adrayman who was on the sidewalk at 
the time was killed. The two buildings went 
down and Mr. Will Albright was buried in 
the debrisin the cellar. Then the debris 
took fire and raged mightily. Albright was 
discovered in the cellar, but it was impossi- 
ble to extricate him. The fire reached him 
and he was beginning to roast alive, when a 
second terrible explosion cleared the cellar of 
debris, but did not harm him a particle, and 
be walked out unlurt except with a face 
burnt almost black. The second explosion 
was caused by a lot of patent powder’ which 
had been stored in the fourth story. 
Long before some Yankee had come along 
with a new-fangied patent powder and re- 
quested Mr. Albright to take hoid of it and 
introduce it. Mr. Albright bad no use for the 
stuff and put it in the loft to get it out of the 
way. It saved the life of his son, and the ex- 
plosions mentiened were so terrific they were 
heard all overthe city. Mr. Aibright got no 
insurance at al), because he was carrying too 
large a stock of pewder. Mr. Will Adbright 
still bears very plain marks on his face and 
ears of this accident.

In New York no man can be 
elected unless he is Conkling’s choice and 
the friend of Vanderbilt’s Central Rail- 
road, and the banker Levi Morton, who is 
without a single quality of fitness, is apt 
to be Mr. Kernan’s successor. In Colora- 
do both Senators are millionaires and owe 
their seats to clear purchase. In New 
Hampshire one of the U.S. Senators, Rol- 
lings, is a sort of private secretary to Jay 
Gould, and used to be for years a lobbyist 
in Washington. And so on. 
jut even in the election of members of 

the House of Representatives the bar’l is 
becoming more and more indispensable 
and decisive. Itis no secret, but perfect- 
ly well understood, that in the large cities 
very few men can obtain «a nomination or 
election to Congress without very consid- 
erable expense—on thé average not less 
than $10,000 per election—and in some 
cases twice as much, and more, as some 
gentlemen in St. Louis might testify. 

Honor, character, ability, talents or even 
zenius have very generally to step aside 
when the bar’] in politics makes its appear- 
ance, But the worst of the power of the 
bar’l is where it does not make its appear- 
ance at ail, but does its demoralizing, 
corrupting work stealthily and in secret— 
where it buys, not only seats in Congress, 
legislators and judges, but poisons the 
very fountain of our Government—pur- 
chases in wholesale the votes of the sover- 

eign people themselves!

Twenty-five Tons of Molten Lead

At 2:30 this morning the St. Lopis Refining 
and Sméiting Works, located at Cheltenham, 
a former suburb, but’now in the extreme 
western portion of the city, were totaily de- 
stroyed by tire. One hundred and fifty men, 
mostly with families dependent upon them 
for support, are thrown out of employment 
uponthe eve ofa hard winter. One man, 


Jobn Williams, the night engineer of the | 
works, lost his life in a foolish attempt to , 


save some clothing, after he had once 


escaped from the buidling in safety. The | 


works were devoted to tbe smelting and re- 


fining of lead, silver and gold, and were Val- | 


ued at $150,000.

It was just such 
an appearance as that formed by the 
sudden yawning and breaking of a pitcher as 
the result of expansion of water in freezing. 

l‘rom the long break the molten metal poured 


| out with a sizzling,crackling noise as it struck 


the air, and upon a wooden platform at its 
base. In aninstant it was in tlames, and the 
torrent, bearing Hames uponits surface, ran 
crackling in every direction on its destructive 
mission. ‘The men at work fled wiidly. In 
iesS time than it takes to relate it 
the refining-house was on fire in every part. 
The call to the pumps was made and the hose 
run out, but the three good streams that were 
soon playing upon the burning mass were 
mockertes. One after another the surround- 
ing buiidiugs took fire, and step by step the 
men who battied as one to a thousand were 
forced back. Officer John Martin, of the 
mounted police, who was on the ground early, 
}utspursto bis horse and galloped all the 
wavy to hock Springs andturnedon the alarm, 


The Run tothe Fire. 

At ten minutes to 5 o’clock this morning an 
alarm of tire was sounded from box 513, lo- 
cated at the junction of the Manchester and 
Clayton roads in Rock Spring. Tothe sum- 
mons EngineCompany No. 10, located at Wal- 
nut and Jeflerson avenue, and Engine No. 17,

located at Olive and Second Carondelet ave- | 


nue, responded, and galloped wildly over 
the snow-covered roads to the 
locality of the station, only to 
whip up their jaded horses for 
another wild ride of two miles to Cheltenham. 
They ran to the light, for so extensive was 
the conflagration thatthe flames lit up the 
country for a mile around with rare and 
beautiful effects. When the firemen arrived 
after their long run there was but little to do 
other than to — the outbuildings and of- 
tices, andto keepa watchful eye upon the 
surrounding valuable property. No deluge 
could have extinguished that blazing, seeth- 
ing mass of molten metals, barning coke, 
mountains of castings heated until 
white, ind wooden buildings burning with 
the fury of hbellitself. ‘he force on duty at 
the works when the fire first broke out had 
manned the three pumps and the thousand 
feet of hose prepared for an emergency, but 
had long since been driven from their posts 
by the encroaching flames. The firemen, 
however, worked nobly and saved several of 
the miner buildings partially. At 7 o’clock 
the fire had vented its fury. There was 
nothing more to burn, andthen the ice-coy- 
ered, cold and exhausted firemen lined up 
their hose, and by 8 o’clock were creeping 
back te the city. 
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The City at Fault. 

Although there are perhaps upwards of 
$2,0U0,000 invested in and about Cheltenham, 
the taxes of which yield a vast revenue to the 
city, she has never seen fit to guard this 
property by placing an engine out there, al- 
though the River Des Peres, which runs 


through this Missouri Sheffield, furnishes an 
abundant supply of water. Some months 
azo it was determined to give Cheltenham an 
alarm box. Two months ago the municipal 
fire alarm and police telegraph 
were located as far as Cheltenham, but the 
box has mot arrived. Only yesterday Mr. 
Laclede J. Howard, President of the Kvans 
& Howard Fire Brick Company, called 
upon the Mavorand had a long talk about 
this matter, concluding by stating that ifthe 
city could not locate the box theexpnse 
of it would be shared by the Evans and How- 
ard Company and the Smelting Company. 
The Mayor promised to give the matter his 
earliest attention. The events of this morn- 
ing wili remind him of his promise. 


The Death of Williams. 
John Williams, the engineer, whose body, 
burned to acrisp, lies in the office of the 
company awaiting the arrival of the Coroner, 


was one ofthe trusted employes of the com- | 


pany, having served as engineer for eight | 


years, ever since the opening of the works. | 
jie was at his post when the fire first beoke | 


out and fled to the outside, where he excited- 
ly assisted in the first attempts to control the 
flames. At the very eight of the 
conflagration, he suddenly r mbered that 


his day clothes, which he doffs to don his 


working attire, were hanging in the engine 
room. Before any one could stay himin his 
foolhardy purpose, he dashed into the burning 
building and was not seen again. It is sup- 
posed that he was suffocated by the dense 
smoke and destroying gases from the burning 
metal. At 6 o’cléck this morning his body 
was found lying face down- 
ward and burned to a crisp. 
It was absolutely unrecognizable and bore 


only resemblance to an untidily roasted piece | 


of beeef. The limbs were partially burned 


off, and what was Jeft was gnarled and twist- 
ed ‘in a manner which showed how terrible 


‘must have been his suffering. Tenderly the 


horrible object was picked up and carried to 
a little bed-room adjoining the superintend- 
ent’s office. The blinds were drawp, a mes- 
senger went to the city to notify the Coroner, 
undacompapion and friend went to Rock 
Spring to notify the wife and child, who 
as yet were in ivnorance of the terrible fate 
of their protector. The poor woman Was ut- 
terly prostrated by the horrible intelligeace. 
Williams was fifty years of age, a man of 
some education, of good habits, a devoted 
husband and held in high esteem by his em- 
ployers. 
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A Visit tothe Ruins. 

A Post-DISPATCH reporter drove rapid'ly 
cut to the scene of the conflagration, arriving 
there at ten o’clock. The work of the dread 
clement had certainly been complete. There 
was little ip the field of smouldering ruins to 
suggest the Lusy shop that always attracted 


the altention of passengers on the Missouri 
Pacific Road as they have been whiried 
through tbis section. The great iron 
smoke-stacks lay supinely amidst gnarled 
i:on beams and ruins of brick and fire clay, 
from which smoke and steam arose in a C)n- 
stantstream. Piles of coai and coke were 
blazing fitfaily. Great castings, cracked and 
in some instances actuaily melted, were 
strewn all around. On the raiiroad track 
were the ruins of two freight cars. One ef 
them bad been loaded with lead, which had 
melted and run down between the tracks, 
Two of the furnaces stood amidst the rulns 
like pyramids. The fnerce ordeal had 
not phased them. and with that 
admiration forthe beioogings of their craft 
peculiar to mechanics,these two monuments 
to the efficiency of their builders were point- 
ed out admiringly by the laborers, aad arti 

sans wi 0 st)od a: ound looking g oo nily at tle 
wreck. °**This is pretty bad,’” said vue vt 
the men, “but Mr. Harrison was out here 
this moruing and said that as soon as the ru- 
ins coo'ed we Wvuld be put to work clear- 
ing them away, because he ~ said 
that be Was going to build right 
away, und buila ovigger sud better 
than ever.’

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A Talk with the Superintendent. 
Mr. A. H. Myer. the metallurgist and su- 
perintendent of the works, Was among the 
party. To the inquiries of the reporter he 


gave an account of the fire as given above, 
He was severe upoa the failure of the city to 
bave Cheltenbam protected from fire. 
He bad been connected with the works ever 
since their inauguration eight years ago,when 
Mr. Edward Harrison was president andG. 
W. Chadbourne vice-president. The original 
costof the works be put at $150,000. ‘The loss 
by last night’s tire would not exceed $125,000, 
astwo valuable furnaces were saved, and 
other portions of the wreck might 
be repaired. As to the immediate 
cause of the breaking of the farnace,he could 
say nothing positively. [ft was probabdiva 
supple giving way of the wajis. Williams 
lost his life in an attempt to save a few 
clothes of very little value. 

‘*Will the works be rebuilt?’* asked the re- 
porter. 

‘Immediately. Do you know that we 
smelted four million dollars’ worth of silver 
last year, and would have largely exceeded 
that amount this year. Mr. Harrison was out 
here this morning, and said 
that the work of reconstruction 
would be commenced immediately. ‘This tire 
comes at our busiest season, and that is gen- 
erally the way with fires. Our insurance is 
only $35,000, but the company will not be 
shales by the loss. Martin Collins is the 
agent forthe insurance. It is our intention 
to employ our own hands in the work of clear- 
ing away and rebuilding when practicable.’? 


What the President Says. 

Mr. Ed. Harrison, president of the compa- 
ny, was met on Fourth street by a Post-DiIs- 
PATCH reporter. He had just returned from 
the scene of the ruin, and had but little addi- 


tiovaltotell. ‘*The furnace which gave way 
was a reverbatory furnace with a cast-iron 
pan. ‘The latter cracked and the metal ran 
out on to the platform, and hence the 
tire. There were in the works ten 
furnaces of all descriptions. We 
shall immediately commence to rebuild and 
hope to be at work again in a few months.

An Alleged Plot for Opening a Congres- 
sional Contest in the Third 
District. 


The United States grand iury yesterday 
found indietments against Patrick Cahill, 
James Walsh, John J. henze and Hugh Me- 
Ginnis, of this city, all charged with violating 
the election laws at the late general election. 
The warrants were putin the hands of the 
United States Marshal yesterday afte.- 
noon and all the parties were arrested by % 
oclock. A good deal of interest is excited 
by the affair because of the prominence of one 
of the arrested parties, Mr. James Walsh, 
who is 2 Schoo] Director, and because of the 
importance cf the case to be tested in the 
The grand jury had the case before 
them for several days and a considerable 
number cf witnesses were exam: 
ined. The information upon which 
the indictments were made was laid before 
District Attorney Bliss soon after the elec- 
tion, erd a quiet investigation was begun at 
The grand jury seems to have had 
some difficulty in arriving at a conclusion, 
for they came twice into court and asked in- 
structions as 10 how they should proceed. 


WHICH JHE COMPLAINTS
